by Ivov. S. JIacgregor, selected for his 
subject "Our Best Society" and in 
opening his discourse referred at 
some length to the origin of tho 
English speaking race and the manner in 
which their language has boon handed 
down from age to age. Ho premised his 
subsequent Vemarks by assorting that 
society is nocoasar^' for otir being and 
then proceeded in a pathetic manner to 
! describe the diflerenco between tlio loss 
of sight and hearing, claiming that of the 
two tribulations tho latter is tho greater. 
He spoke in olo(iuont tonus of tho com- 
passion always readily extended to the 
Idind man — tho hand over willing to ;is- 
sibt him through tho labyrinths of tho 
world. In dealing with tho real subject 
of his lecture ho alluded to the falsity of 
the. supposition that money, in the literal 
meaning of the word, is wealth, and ox- 
plained that tho latter term signifies the 
woll being either of tho indi- 
vidual or community. Whilst not 
denying that money ia necessary to secure 
tho enjoyments and attributes of socioly 
ho did not admit that in itself it was tlio 
real wealth of social lifo. .Vfter descrii)- 
ing tho effects of the inviistniout nf large 
sums of money in estates in England and 
dilating on the dignity of lordly ostablisli- 
inents of necessity maintained, ho raferi-- 
od to tlio ostentatiousnesB oharacteristic 
of newly acquired wealth. By way of il- 
lustnilion lio took an imaginary .fero- 
niiah Hornbtower, a succussful mining 
operator in California, who sends his 
family to Paris to receive a conti- 
nental polish. In thus portion of 
his lecture the reverend gcptlemnn i-e- 
latcd' numerous anecdotes, conveying to 
tho audience in a comprehensive manner 
tho orror.s in social life peculiar to snoho- 
cracy. After depicting in faithful colors 
the mockeries of faaiiionable life amongst 
tlie dollar wor.shippors of New York ho 
gave the audience a glimpse of tho habils 
and manners of club louiigera in London, 
introducing incidents which frequently 
provoked tlio audience to genuine laugh- 
tor. The t'liiHl portion of tho lecture was 
devoted to a descriiition of scones in 
the English House of Lords, tlio rever- 
end gontlemon placing groat stress on tlio 
fact that from tho lowest to tho highest 
grade of society in Great Britain a sys- 
tem of apprenticeship exists wliich con- 
tributes in a groat measure to the wealth 
and power of the British nation. In 
proof of hi.s contention tlial mulIi a 
system i.s necessary to tho welfan^ 
of a peo[)le and in support of tho asser- 
tion that Our Best Society can neither 
originate from the inheritance of wealth 
nor the sudden accumulation of money, 
the lecturer referred in eluf|Meiit terms lo 
the lives of men who iiave eloviitcd tlieiji- 
selves fn<m tiie lowest \u tho highest 
round of the social ladder and have tlu's 
been enabled to ndministor! the aflairs of 
nations. With many such illustrations 
and witli numerous referoncosto llio I'iniu' 
feelings of manhuod the lecturer 
held his .-.lulience closely wra))pod anil 
in conclusion ainiouiu-ed llial he uouKl 
Sfive liis farewell discourse this evening, 
leaving it to those who may bo present to 
decide whether they will hear him on 
" What a Blind Man Saw in Paris;" ov'on 
" Richard Brinsley yhoridan." Tiiis will 
be tho last Tipportimity nf listening to the

They 
failed to explode, and tho train [lassed

detectives of Scotland Yard -with their 
foreign auxiliaries ore liow seeking to 
discover those who devise<l and tried to 
execute this horrible plot.
